Judge Baker has difected that a writ of
mandamua issue againat the mayor and the
clty councll of the city of Omaha, requiring
them to pay Pollce Judge Gordon a salary
at the rate of $2,600 per year from April 1,
1897, to Januvary 1, 1898,

Pollee Judge Gordon was In  office at
the time of the adoption of the new charter
of the elty and In April, 1807, he was a candl-
date for the mame office. He was elected
and qualified and continued to serve. On
January 1 he demanded that instead of a
salary at the rate of $1,200 per year, as pro-
vided for by the new charter, the council
pay him according to the terms of the char-
ter under which he was serving prior tu the
time when the new charter hecame operative,
This the councll refused to do, holding that
when Gordon accepled the ofice of police
Judge last April he accepted It with the
salary attached and was estopped from
claiming under_ the provisions of the old
charter. Heo relused to accept the terms
proposed and brought mandamus proceed-
ingaa. The case came on before Judge Baker,
who beld that under Gordon's prior election
he was entitled to all of the emoluments of
the office unliss he had resigned. It was
shown that he had not done so and the writ
was ordercd to go out against the mayor and
the council,

City Attorney Connell contends that when
Gordon went into the campalgn last spring
and was elected he surrendered all claims
to the office as provided for under the old
charter and has no right to ask for the salary
that was atteched, He has taken exceptions
to the decision ol Judge Baker and will ap-
peal to the supreme court.
